Ann Plays a Kindly Trick on Har 
Readers 
With kindly m alice aforethought, 
I have chosen the recipes for yester­ 
day and today, hoping you will try 
both of them and In a 
measure 
offset the effects’of the rich, heavy 
foods eaten through the holidays. 
We all know the effects of soda 
on milk that Is just thinking of 
turning sour—It arrests ferm enta­ 
tion for the tim e, doesn’t it? That 
is exactly the effect of the “soda” 
foods when w e eat them. 
Celery heads the list of sodium 
foods, with 65 per cent of that a n i­ 
line in its make-up. 
I have taken the liberty of chang­ 
ing the original recipe to save this 
elem ent 
kitchen-sink 
libations 
don’t help us a bit! So—the 
Hot 
Celery Victory w ill be served with 
its cooking liquid 
thickened 
into 
gravy. 


T O D A Y ’S R E C I P E 
Hot Celery Victory 
6 hearts of celery 
1-2 cup chopped carrot 
1-2 cup chopped onion 
1 teaspoon minced parsley 
1 bay leaf 
1-2 teaspoon salt 
Stock for cooking 


One small bunch of celery should 
be served to each person, so It is 
better to use the bunched hearts- 
of-celery rath er th an one large head 
of celery to serve several. 
It also occurs to me that a larger 
quantity of stock could be used in 
cooking, and this, strained, could be 
served as a celery consomme. 
If water is used 
as 
a 
cooking 
medium, let it be a 
small amount 
and let the celery steam rather than 
boll. Cream (1-4 
cup) 
could 
be 
added to the w ater and this thick­ 
ened into a sauce to serve over the 
celery. 


Wash the celery, cut off the dis­ 
colored part on the root—but not 
the root itself. Cut the 
tops 
off 
down to w here the stalk begins. 
Arrange the heads In a pan and 
strew over them the diced 
carrots 
and onions, bay leaf, parsley 
and 
salt. Add the cooking liquid, cover 
and cook until tender. Arrange the 
cooked heads on a platter, thicken 
the liquid (use 2 tablespoons of b u t­ 
ter and some flour blended.) 
Pour the sauce over the celery, 
garnish with finely shredded 
p i­ 
miento and green pepper. 


The actual calory figures in 
the 
recipe as given are but 350, con­ 
fined to the low-grade 
carbohy­ 
drates in the three vegetables. Bulk, 
but little energy food, is provided in 
the

INCE smartness has definitely triumphed over mere pretti­ 
ness, the entire costume rather than the individual ele­ 
ments is the final test.

Many torrential rivers gush from beneath Alaska's "jumble" 
no doubt, to the melting of this curious mountain of 


M A M M O T H hump of dirty-Iooking ice in a remote sec­ 
tion of Alaska is causing no end of puzzlement to the 
best trained scientists of Uncle Sam. 
Frozen solid at 
most points, th* peculiar formation covers about 12 square miles 
altogether, towers some 500 feet into the heavens and nestles 
on the very edge of the well-known active Pavlof Volcano. 
The hump was found late this past summer by Dr, Thomas 
A . Jaguar, volcano expert of the U. S. Geological Survey, and 
head of the Kilauea V olcano Observatory. Hawaii, during the 
course of an exploration trip under the National Geographic 
Society of Washington into a region that has been termed the 
“volcano laboratory of North America. 
Just what is the strange ice mountain, and why is it? 
These 
are the questions puzzling government geologists. 
Uncle Sam’s experts believe that if they are able to get to the 
root of the matter they may in time be in possession of informa­ 
tion that will go a long way towards clearing up the nature of 
the precise connection of glaciers with volcanic disturbances, 
besides adding a good deal to the current theories as to just how 
Mother Earth came to assume her present shape and what kind 
of a figure she probably will have a good many years hence. 


JT O R lack of a better name. Dr, Jaggar has dubbed the strange 
new find an “ ice-jumble.” 
While it looks like a glacier, 
or great mountain of ice, formed centuries ago and undergoing 
continuous changes in size, shape and strength through varia­ 
tions in temperature and conditions of pressure below and on the 
earth, the “jumble’’ has essential features that seem distinctly 
non-glacial. 
Besides a vast tonnage of ice, gravel and boulders, it is made 
up of materials mcnifesting characteristics of a distinct volcanic 
origin such as volcano bombs, pumice, ash and sand— all welded 
into a vast hummocky sea of “jumble.’’ 
From scores of points, veritable torrents of rivers gush forth, 
caused by the fact, no doubt, that as “ice mountains’’ melt, due 
to changing temperature conditions, they descend quickly into 
the lower valleys, thereupon become even more strongly heated 
and establish surface streams that How into channels caused by

ice. 
Though Dr. Jaggar does not call himself a geologist, strictly 
speaking, he has spent the most fruitful years of his life investi­ 
gating such spasmodic upheavals of nature as volcanoes and 
earthquakes while living on the very edge of the famous Kilauea 
Volcano. 
So, in the light of this extensive study, he ventures the opinion 
that possibly the “ near glacier” is the result of a series of vol­ 
canic explosions from Pavlof Volcano, extending over a long 
period of years and dumping ash into the area, ash that in the 
process of time became frozen fast to the snow, ice and boulders. 


rjp H E strange formation, Dr. Jaggar says, presents a glorious 
spectacie to the lover of scenic beauty. 
High above it 
towers the mighty Pavlof Volcano, spitting forth its irregular 
offerings from its symmetrical cone like a veritable American 
Fujiyama. 
Nor is the district round about— that of Canoe Bay— less 
picturesque. 
Says Dr. Jaggar: “ North of our camp was clear­ 
ly visible a fine, snowy volcano with it* cup crater in full view 
besides encircling outliers and sweeping ‘wash fans’ leading 
down to the water’s edge, covered with dark purple tundra. 
“ Then again, no one can accurately describe the panorama 
that spread itself when the clouds lifted before our camp at 
Divide Lake. 
Close at hand were the exquisite, penciled cones 
of Pavlof and its companion volcano, Pavlof Sister, 
both 
glistening with ornamental ice. 
In the north face of Pavlof, the 
side towards us, a mighty gash, or split, was to be seen, where 
the entire north rim of a former circular crater had at some 
time in the past fallen away. 
“ Now we look to the right. 
Here is something unbelievable 
— so fantastic, so marvelous in sculpture, so delicate in outline 
that nothing in scenery elsewhere resembles it— the Aghileen 
Pinnacles— jutting black minarets, spires, columns in clusters, 
towers, domes, snowdrifts in the crannies. 
Mr. R . H. Stewart, photographer of the National Geo-

graphic Society, who accompanied Dr. Jaggar on the unique 
trip, says that one of the numerous fogs that blow over the 
Alaskan Peninsula almost brought a tragedy while members of 
the party were climbing the ice “jumble.” 
While the men were crossing the ice field, heavily laden with 
cameras and tripods, the fog closed down utterly without warn­ 
ing, so that, very soon, in the thick mist they became lost and 
wandered into a field of treacherous crevasses. 
While attempting to leap over one of these chasms, seemingly 
without bottom, Mr. Stewart fell short and was barely able to 
clutch the outer edge. 
Fortunately, however, a guide noticed his 
plight and hauled him out. 
On another occasion Mr. Stewart, C. P . McKinley, topog­ 
rapher of the U . S. Geological Survey, and two natives went 
by gasoline launch on a two-day assignment to photograph 
scenes on a small island and to obtain transit sights on Pavlof 
Volcano. 
Marooned by a storm for a week, their food supplies gave 
out completely after three days and the party found it necessary 
to revert to primitive methods and catch fish without either 
hooks or nets. 


JT R O M the standpoint of game the surrounding region, never 
before explored to any degree by scientists, promises to be 
a veritable North American wonderland, Dr. Jaggar believes. 
On the “ jumble” itself, thousands of bear tracks were visible, 
indicating that the famed Alaska brown bear— no doubt the 
largest kind existing anywhere— was by no means afraid to frolic 
about the strange formation. 
The party had been in camp at Canoe Bay only an hour when 
members saw tracks of the fox and bear. 
On a short trip out

of camp the explorers counted 42 caribou and three bears. 
Crossing a mountain north of the bay the brown bears were so 
numerous, Dr. Jaggar noted, that “ I began to wonder whether 
we could get back to the boat without stepping on a bear.” 
But it was on a nearby volcano that a dramatic capture was 
made of a remarkable specimen. 
The bear was skinned for 
mounting, and will be presented to the Cleveland Museum of 
Natural History. 
It measures nine feet ten inches from nose to 
tail. 
Skull and leg bones were preserved. 


J I U T with all its picturesqueness, the region was extremely hard 
to traverse. 
By boat, foot and horse the party traveled 
some I 3 0 0 miles. 
Oftentimes they pressed on amid gales, fogs 
and driving snows. 
Then again, they came upon valleys carpet­ 
ed with gorgeous flowers of the far north—-violets, daisies and 
lupines, and across miles and miles of r.*»-gh sod or tundra were 
the rounded “ pin cushions’’ of moss, rn 
pink, white, blue and 
yellow by clusters of tiny flowers. 
A unique feature of the expedition’s work was the constant 
use, along hundreds of miles of shore line, of an amphibian boat, 
especially devised by Dr. Jaggar for the purpose. 
The boat was 21 feet long, weighed 5 /0 0 pounds, had a 
radiator on top the cabin roof, and likewise a cooling pipe 
because the circulating water encircles the craft below the water 
line. 
A power winch and a heaving bar were provided to lift 
the boat out of soft ground. 
The boat was also used as a tender to carry freight to and 
from the Geographic, the expedition's main boat. 
It was also 
employed ashore for hauling firewood, for trolling, for hauling 
a beach seine, and for excursions in shallow water where wheels 
and propellers were used alternately, as the depth required. 
The expedition mapped 2 500 square miles of United .States 
domain which hitherto had been unsurveyed, recorded scores of 
physical features never before noted, and corrected many details 
placed on older maps largely from tradition and hearsay.

H E R E are three countries 
that 
have 
enough 
good 
young players to offer a 
serious threat to France in the 
defense of their tennis monopoly; 
namely: England, Australia and 
the United States. 
In addition 
to these countries France itself 
has several young players who 
may possibly be able to take the 
place of the present standard 
bearers. 
The future hopes of France are Christian Boussus, Pierre 
Landry, Rene de Buzelet. 
These three youngsters are a1! of 
the same type player as Cochet. 
They combine a splendid 
back-court game with a strong net attack. 
Boussus, supposedly the best of the three, did not impress me 
in our match last year in the United States singles championship. 
H e seemed to lack the power of concentration necessary for a 
great tennis player. 
H is backhand is unorthodox and must be 
entirely remodeled in order to stand the pounding which it will 
receive. 
In all other departments of the game his strokes are 
sound with the possible exception of his service, which is de­ 
livered with a peculiar little body jerk. 
Reaching the semi­ 
finals in .he English championships at W imbledon last year is 
his main claim to recognition. 
Pierre Landry, another French youngster, has been playing 
only four years and during that time he has made remarkable 
strides. 
His great forte is his sound ground strokes. 
Last year at Wimbledon he played Tilden to a standstill, 
losing only at 7-5 in the fifth set after having a lead of 4-3 and 
3-0 in the final set. 
Only a strong net attack by Tilden kept 
Landry from becoming one of the French tennis immortals. 
H ad he been able to press home his attack by coming to the 
net he probably would have won. H is weakness is his lack of 
ability to sense the proper time to advance to the net, but a few 
more years of tournament experience will probably enable him 
to overcome this.

N my opinion Rene de Buzelet shows the greatest promise of 
any of the French younger players. 
H e seems to have what 
the other two lack, that is the combination of concentration 
end match play ability. 
These two qualities were very much 
in evidence in his match last fall in the national championship at 
Forest Hills with Wilmer Allison, which he won after losing 
the first two sets. 
It was a great achievement and a match that 
augurs well for his future. 
For the first time since the illustrious Doherty brothers. Eng­ 
land bids fair to regain its former place among the leaders of the 
tennis world. 
The cause of this optimistic feeling in England 
is the showing of its Davis Cup team, namely: “ Bunny” Austin, 
I. G . Collins, Doctor Herbert Gregory, and Frank H iggs. 
Austin is a very fine tennis player. 
H e holds victories over

Johnny Hennessey, W ilbur C oen, W ilm er Allison, and myself

A t Wimbledon he brought the I 7 ,0 0 0 spectators to their feet 
by taking the third and fourth sets from LaCoste by the decisive 
scores of 6-2, 6-2. 
Th e astonished Englishmen could scarcely 
believe that here, on the famous center court of Wimbledon, w as 
an English youth, barely 2 0 years o f age, putting one of the 
greatest tennis players the world h a s ever kn ow n to rout. 
That he lost the fifth set w as inconsequential. 
I he manner in 
which he took those sets he w on w as conclusive proof to English 
tennis lovers that they at last had a cham pion in the making. 


Austin's game is based on a very excellent pair of ground 
strokes. 
His backhand and forehand drives are fully the equal 
in both steadiness and accuracy o f LaC oste. 
I his was shown in 


their Wimbledon match time and tim e again when he beat 
LaCoste in rallies from the backcourt. 
Unlike many young players, he apparently has no weakness. 
He can serve, volley and sm ash w ith equal ability, the only 
thing lacking in these departments being speed. 
When he gains 
controlled speed, which he no doubt w ill with several more years 
of tournament play, he will be one o f the most feared opponents 
in the game, if indeed he is not that now.

JOHANN SEBASTIAN BACH 


By RUTH 
Alike the immortal inspiration 
of pianist, organist, and composer, 
Johann Sebastian Bach’s powerful 
personality and unusual achieve­ 
ments still merit supreme homage 
of all musicians who have since 
followed him. 
Despite passage of 
ISO years, with inevitable result­ 
ant 
changes 
in 
conditions 
of 
every-day life. Bach is regarded 
the father of modern piano play­ 
ing, a vast far-reaching influence 
In the development of music, val­ 
ued Inestimably. 
Born 
a t 
Elsenbach, 
Germany, 
March JI, 1685, Bach was one of 
a large fam ily of musical ances­ 
try. 
After his father's death, the 
boy, then IO years old, was taken 
Into the home of his older broth­ 
er, Johann Christophe, a profes­ 
sional organist, from whom he re­ 
ceived 
training 
in 
clavier. 
He 
showed such musical proficiency, 
the older brother became Jealous. 
and 
endeavored 
to 
hinder 
his 
progress. 
At IS. young Bach wa* admitted 
to the choir of St. Michael’s Con­ 
vent at Luneburg, receiving vocal 
training, also clavier and 
violin 
lessons. 
H ere he became a pro­ 
ficient organist. 
He held the post 
of eourt-violinist at Weimar sev­ 
eral months, leaving it to become 
organist in Armstadt. 
Several 
years 
later, 
then 
22, 
Bach w-as appointed organist at 
Muhlhausen. where he also m ar­ 
ried. 
The following year. 1708, he 
received his first important ap­ 
pointment as organist in the Du­ 
cal Chapel at Weimar, a musical 
center, where he began his activ­ 
ity as a composer. 
During nine 
years a t W eimar, 
he 
composed 
many fine organ works. 
In 1717 Bach left Weimar, to 
Accept th# post of master of court 
music to Prince Leopold of Bo­ 
thell. 
H ere he stayed six years, 
composing much instrum ental mu­ 
sic, 
including 
concerti, 
sonatas, 
clavier suites, and part of “The 
Well 
Tem pered 
Clavichord,” 
his 
best known work. so valued by 


ANDREWS 
I pianists. 
After 
his 
first 
wife's 
death in Kothen, Bach re-married, 
his second wife being musical and 
a great help and encouragement 
to him. 
In 1723 Bach was made cantor 
in 
St. 
Thomas 
school, Leipzig, 
here directing musical instruction 
in the school, also in churches of 
Leipzig. 
He composed prolifically 
during the ensuing 27 years of his 
life, producing his best works, in­ 
cluding over 200 church cantatas, 
the Passions, Mass in B Minor. 
the Christmas Oratorio, and his 
Magnificat. From the chorale, the 
sacred song most characteristic of 
Germany, Bach laid the founda­ 
tion for much of his music. 
Typically German in sentiment 
and devotion to his large family, 
Bach made his home a musical 
center, where he w as well content 
to dwell. 
Of deeply religious na­ 
ture, genial, 
yet 
firm, 
fond 
of 
simplicity, 
his 
character 
is 
re­ 
flected 
in 
his 
music, 
severely 
classic in form, deeply moral in 
purpose. 
During later years cf life. Bach’s 
eyesight 
failed, 
and 
he 
became 
blind. 
He passed away in Leip­ 
zig. July 28, 1750, being buried in 
an unmarked grave, poverty m ak­ 
ing lavish 
ceremony 
impossible. 
Ninety 
years 
later. 
Mendelssohn 
erected a monum ent in his mem­ 
ory, opposite his former home. 
Later 
composers 
acknowledge 
their great debt to the “Father 
of Music.” 
Through Mendelssohm, 
Bach’s work was revived after it 
had lain unnoticed for a century. 
To 
Frederick 
Chopin, 
foremost 
Polish 
composer 
ranking 
among 
the world’s greatest, Bach's “Well 
Tempered 
Clavichord" 
was daily 
bread. 
To Chopin, Bach was an 
ideal for whom he felt a passion­ 
ate devotion. Gounod loved Bach’s 
works, Brahms welded the classic 
methods of the older m aster with 
his own 
newer 
original 
forms, 
while Schumann claimed that “to 
Bach music owes almost as great 
a debt as a religion 
owes 
its 
founder.” 


Respighi in L. A. 
Of special interest is the an ­ 
nouncement that Ottorini Respig­ 
hi. one of Italy’s foremost modern 
composers, is now visiting in Los 
Angeles.

year old Willie Thompson is left 
by his mother to "mind the baby' 
at the fair while she goes to the 
gate to meet his father. 
Willie 
turns his back on the baby’s car 
rlage and tries to pretend it Is 
not his little sister reposing In it 
but the baby cries and he can’t 
disown her any longer. 
The bal­ 
loon man and hot-dog stand man 
are barking their wares and W il­ 
lie longs for both. Before he real­ 
izes it a great many balloons are 
fastened onto the baby’s cart, so 
many that they lift it right up 
toward the sky while Willie calls 
in vain for it to come back. Then 
he hops on a moonbeam to p u r­ 
sue the baby and carriage and 
bring them back where his m oth­ 
er will find them Just as she en­ 
trusted them to him. 
On his hunt for the baby he 
visits the land of dogs, of rain ­ 
drops, the land of bed-time stories 
of bad dreams, toyland, land of 
holidays, 
the 
land 
of 
childless 
couples, 
land 
of playmates, and 
the man in the moon. 
In these 
different places he has a number 
of adventures. There is a villain, 
Fear, and Willie is placed on trial 
in 
Holiday 
land 
before 
Father 
Time 
for 
playing “hooky” 
from 
school. 
He is defended by M oth­ 
er's Day but the odds are heavy 
against him until Father Tim e’s 
heart is softened.

elected first Poet Laureate of our 
state by the legislature in 1915. 
Her death has left the vacancy. 
Among the honorary vice presi­ 
dents 
of the association 
is 
the 
name of Edwin Markham. He had 
considerable to do with the se­ 
lections. 
Bland is a native born 
of California. 
He was born in 
Fairfield, Solano county, April 21, 
1863. 
Both his father and mother 
were of Virginia families and on 
his mother's side he descends, in 
direct line, from the famous B rit­ 
ish 
essayist, 
Sir 
Richard 
Steel, 
co-writer with Allison. 
The fath ­ 
er and m other migrated to Cali­ 
fornia to do M ethodist missionary 
work. 
Ten years of study and 
investigation 
he 
spent 
in 
the 
classrooms of the University of 
the Pacific, in Stanford and tha 
University 
of 
California. 
For 
twenty-nine years he has taught 
creative English In the State Col­ 
lege at San Jose. 
He has published seven volumes 
of verse and two of prose, 
His 
first published poem appeared in 
the Martinez Gazette In 1885. The 
verses themselves are very lovely 
and 
without being 
learned 
in 
poetic forms one is impressed with 
the claim these friends 
of 
Dr. 
Bland are advancing for his right 
to the crown of Poet Laureate. 
Several of the loveliest

poems are about California, such

Overcoming prejudice against an 
individual whose actions are tho 
very antithesis of American prin­ 
ciples 
and 
dearest 
American 
ideals. 
I 
approached 
Mussolini's 
autobiography as the most relia­ 
ble source of information about 
one of the most interesting, im ­ 
portant and active individual In 
the world today. 
Mussolini tells 
w hat he has done, reveals his pur­ 
poses and his plan for building 
up Italy but passes over in half 
a hundred pages information about 
his childhood, his parents, his edu­ 
cation, 
his exile in 
Switzerland. 
To learn about the development 
of the man, the forces which have 
entered into the building of his 
character; the development of the 
man, one would have to look else­ 
where. 
Mussolini la not Inclined 
toward introspection. 
The 
supreme 
self-confidence 
which his actions have evidenced 
is absolutely confirmed 
in 
the 
book. 
At one place 
he 
says: 
"During my life, I believe, neither 
my school friends, my war friends, 
nor my political friends ever had 
the slightest Influence upon me." 
Such Independence of 
spirit 
is 
scarcely 
flattering 
to 
fellow-hu­ 
man beings. 
It is not a spirit 
which one likes in one's associates, 
nor can it be tolerated generally 
but it would be foolish to fail 
to read and study Mussolini be­ 
cause of It. 
After all it ie the 
self-confident 
man, 
even 
the 
egoist whom people in the world 
respect and allow to push ahead, 
to power and succesa. All evidence 
in the book Is th at Mussolini has 
succeeded in submerging and wip­ 
ing out all personal weaknesses 
which might aubvert or in any 
way 
Interfere with his goal of 
rebuilding 
Italy. 
Mussolini, 
the 


man, is far more interesting than 
anything he has done for after 
all Mussolini has had 
all 
the 
pages of history to use in rebuild 
ing Italy. 
Other men w ith his 
opportunity might rebuild as In 
telligently, providing they had the 
force, the courage, the hardness 
the singleness of purpose neces­ 
sary to sight the goal as clearly 
and plow ahead as ruthlessly and 
courageously. 
Europe has trembled as Musso 
lint has rattled the saber in good 
imitation 
of 
the K aiser 
but he 
would have us believe, according 
to his autobiography, 
th at 
his 
glorification of war 
is 
only 
a 
means to an end; th at he Is, In­ 
deed, highly pacific. 
He has built 
his state upon the glorification of 
the war spirit of the Italian peo­ 
ple, he himself rode into power 
and popularity on the crest of war 
feeling; he has kept it alive be­ 
cause It furnishes a great impetus 
for the regeneration of Italy. He 
used the threat of w ar to cow 
the foreign nations, although he 
himself says that his purpose was 
merely to establish Italian equal­ 
ity with the rest of the world. 
How far would he find Jt useful 
to carry the w ar spirit? 
There is much detail about the 
plans which have been laid the 
last five years. 
There Is certainly 
an impressive array o f 
accom­ 
plishments—In foreign relations, in 
internal 
finance, 
In 
connection 
with labor, with health, w ith edu 
cation to which Mussolini devotes 
many pages. 
Richard 
W ashburn 
Child, 
for­ 
mer ambassador to Italy, who Is 
evidently a great adm irer of M us­ 
solini 
introduces the book 
and 
was responsible for its being w rit­ 
ten. 
It is vastly impressive. 
One 
should not fail, In all fairness, to 
read the autobiography of a man 
who is having as much said about 
him as is being said and has been 
said about Mussolini. 


levels of society in which the ulti­ 
mate philosophy of life was deter­ 
mined by the man a t the head of 
the military forces. 
The book Is 
as much alive as though Corky 
or Tolstoy had put It together. 
Sergeant Grischa is the symbol of

amples at the end of each chap­ 
ter to Illustrate each form. 
The 
chapters 
deal 
with

cannon 
and fugue, precludes and etudes, the 
suite, the variation,

sonata. 
Then there follows an account of 
the work of the rom antic com­ 
posers 
of the 
early 
nineteenth 
century — Schubert, 
Mendelssohn, 
Schumann, 
Liszt, 
etc.—In 
dance 
forms, picture and mood music, 
narrative music and music of the 
emotional, subjective sort. A final 
chapter 
on the new music

prove enlightening to music lov­ 
ers who have been puzzled and

In concluding Mrs. Wilm broad­ 
mindedly suggests that lf we do 
acquire a taste for modern music

It Is a story of a Russian sol­ 
dier who escapes from a German 
prison camp and while on his way 
homo is recaptured 
behind

German lines, tried, and sentenced 
to death under orders prom ulgat­ 
ed by the commander of the a r­ 
mies on the Russian 
front. 
It 
happens, however, that the soldier 
was convicted under an assumed 
name, on the strength of identi­ 
fication tags found upon his per­ 
son, and on the suspicion that he 
was a deserter from the Russian 
army. 
A rather curious and no­ 
torious arm y order then in effect 
commanded that Russian desert­ 
ers found In back of the German 
front lines should be tried and 
executed on the theory that they 
might be undermining the morale 
of the Germany arm y by incul­ 
cating them with the sam e spirit 
of the hopelessness 
of 
war 
as 
that 
which 
animated 
their 
own 
desertion. 
Sergeant 
Grischa 
while 
under 
sentence was able to prove him ­ 
self an escaped prisoner, but no 
m atter. 
A 
quarrel 
had 
broken 
out between two officers of equal 
rank. 
The battle for the living 
sergeant ended with the body un­ 
der the Jurisdiction of the man 
whose pride, honor and prestige 
demanded 
that his will be im ­ 
plicitly obeyed. 
The sergeant was executed. The 
fact th at 
he wasn't 
a 
deserter 
didn't m atter; the fact th at he 
wasn’t 
guilty as 
charged 
didn’t 
m atter; 
wouldn't 
he 
have 
been 
dead if his execution had followed 
Immediately 
upon 
finding 
him 
guilty? 
He would then have been 
dead during all the time it took 
to establish his innocence, during 
all the time it took to establish 
who had Jurisdiction over him; so 
that when he is definitely and 
undeniably under the jurisdiction 
of General Schleffenzahn he was 
executed as he should have been 
In the strictest compliance with 
arm y orders. 
Besides, with thou­ 
sands of German soldiers dying 
each 
day, 
why 
worry 
about 
a 
solitary Russian “louse?” 
Disci- 
pline, prestige, the army, not Jus­ 
tice, was to be upheld. 
But the wanton injustice lived 
to spread among the German sol­ 
diers in the ranks, amongst the 
people a t home, and lives today 
as a damning accusation against 
the

military 
system 
by 
which the whole world Is placed 
under the single will of the man 
at the top; whose ambitions and 
disappointments find expression in 
legal m urders under the plea of 
m ilitary . necessity.

Although there w as a grand to­ 
tal of 3301 persons actually a r ­ 
rested in Santa A na during the 
year 1928, police records indicate

for 2482 of the persons arrested

year, a record that few cities can 
boast.

Citrus plants handle 
and 
ship 
som ething like 200,000 boxes of lem ­ 
ons and 200,000 boxes of oranges in 
a year, and with La Habra’s out­ 
put of 400,000 pounds of walnuts 
and 5000 pounds of avocados, bring 
to La Habra a payroll in excess of 
$2,500,000 annually. 
During the summer 
m onths 
an 
average of 135 employes 
at 
the 
packing plant command a 
weekly 
payroll of $7,000 to $10,000. 
Another plant with a good pay­ 
roll in La H abra is the tom ato pack­ 
ing plant at the Union Pacific de­ 
pot, where nearly 75 cars of tom a­ 
toes were shipped to eastern mar­ 
kets this fall by Price and Bishop, 
who also conducted another pack­ 
ing plant at the Randolph house in 
Brea. The

plants 
employed
